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A NOTE FROM THE HONORARY EDITOR 


Elsewhere in this issue you will read that the REV JAMES BROGAN, whose 
photograph we publish by kind permission of the Presbyterian Herald^ has been 
installed as minister of the joint charge of Clontarf and Ormond Quay and Scots, 
two of the largest congregations in the Presbytery. Readers of the Presbyterian 
Herald will recall that he contributed a fine article about his work in the Home 
Mission to the middle-page spread of the April 1992 issue. Our correspondent 
from Mullingar congregation refers on another page of this bulletin to Mr 
Brogan’s gifts as a preacher. I can only testify to his ready wit - an undoubted 
asset to any minister of the gospel. I asked him in the course of our recent 
telephone conversation if he had much knowledge of Gaelic. ’Enough for self- 
defence' was his quick reply. 

At the recent service in St Patrick's Cathedral, Dublin, to mark the opening of the 
new D^iil, the Archbishop, Dr Donald Caird, greeted those present in Irish, of 
which language he is a fluent speaker. Mr Brogan replied 'in kind'. Happily, he 
is only one of a number of ministers of the Presby terian Church who are both 
acquainted with and well disposed towards the ancestral tongue. 

James Brogan is a native of Scotland and a graduate of Edinburgh University. 
In 1968 he was ordained minister of Shiskine and Sliddery in the Free Church 
of Scotland. In his Herald article last April he wrote: 

...It is hard to believe that four and a half years have passed since we left 
the Isle of Arran and the Free Church of Scotland, and arrived in Kells, Co. 
Meath. 

The General Assembly of 1987 accepted my application to become a 
minister of the Presbyterian Church in Ireland, and it was arranged that I 
should serve for a year as ordained assistant to Rev. Robin Mac Dermott, 
then minister of Rathgar, and convener of the vacant charge of Kells, 
Corboy and Mullingar. 

In all three congregations we were made very welcome, and before the year 
had expired it was made evident that the people wanted the ministry to 
continue. Accepting their unanimity as a sign from God that we should 
remain, I made formal application to be appointed as minister of the united 
charge... 









Now, after five years in the three-point charge of Kells, Corboy and Mullingar 
and about twenty-five years in the ministry, Mr Brogan has answered God's call 
to the pastorate of two strong city congregations. He succeeds the Rev. David 

J Bruce, who last year became general director of Scripture Union in Northern 
Ireland. 

My best thanks once again to all those who so faithfully send material to LINK¬ 
UP; also to our ever-helpful and efficient printers. May God shower his choicest 
blessings upon you all in 1993.

The young people's assistance was most welcome, especially when the hampers 
needed to be carried up flights of steps to flats in multi-storey blocks. 

The Abbey Magazine, from which we have extracted the foregoing notes, 
continues to flourish. Its editor is Mrs E Nicholson. One feature always worth 
reading is 'Abbey Archives'. It may be found on p. 9 of the January magazine. 
In the December 1923 issue appeared part of a letter from a Miss Young who 
had gone to the USA to live with her sister Mrs Ritchie: ’... We wouldn't like to 
miss XhG Abbey Magazine although we are faraway, and arc always glad to read 
it from cover to cover - in fact it is much better read than when we were at home'. 
And the editor asks; 'Should we not be diligent and faithful in sending our own 
copies, when we have read them, out to those who used to worship with us?' 
Might I add a similar exhortation with respect to LINK-UP? 


The April 1923 issue of the magazine recorded the baptism on 24 March of 
William Thylor McDowell. He became a distinguished minister of the Church, 
filled the important and demanding office of Clerk of Presbytery and was 
awarded the degree of Doctor of Divinity. Remembered with affection by many, 
his likeness, with an obituary by the Rev. Robin Mac Dermott (now also DD), 
appeared in our first bulletin in October 1991. 

ADELAIDE ROAD DONORE 

In October past Adelaide Road Donore received a visitation of Presbytery. This 
was timely, for only a couple of months before had the congregation heard that 
planning permission had finally been granted for possible redevelopment of the 
current church site. This had been sought because of the deteriorating condition 
of the present 75()-seater 151-year-old building and because of the congregation's 
desire to remain in our location, but in premises conducive to modern-day needs. 
Presbytery thus encouraged ARD to move forward in faith, so that any future 
redevelopment behind the facade, which is listed, might usefully serve the 
community and possibly host a variety of ministries of benefit to the entire 
Presbytery. Kirk Session are in the process of setting up a number of task groups 
to gauge future needs; identify possible models of redevelopment from other 
locations and to access sources of finance, so that we may see how best we might 
maintain and foster a vibrant Christian witness within the South City centre well 
into the 21st century. 

The visit of the Moderator of the General Assembly on Sunday 20 December 
1992 was a great encouragement. The Rt Rev. Dr John Dunlop developed his 
theme 'Crossing the Frontiers with Christ’ and urged us to continually look 
outwards, even as God had set the example by breaking through space and time 
in the Incarnation. The United Evening Carol Service attracted a large number 
of visitors and the praise was accompanied by an orchestra composed of people 
from a variety of congregations. 

We look forward to the ordination of John Scott in Belmont Church, Belfast, on 
24 January 1993 and to an RTE Tfelevision Service on Sunday 14 March.

Please pray that these Sunday night meetings may provide useful opportunities 
for church members to meet for praise, prayer, study and discussion along with 
attempts once a month to reach out into the community with films, debates, etc. 

In 1993 there will be an experimental change in our Sunday School. Only 
children of 8 and under will go out to Sunday School. We hope that older 
children will be able to stay for the whole service with their parents as some 
already do. A series of monthly meetings will be offered to encourage parents 


in the task of Christian nurture of their children.
